ing his life, so much so that the sergeant did 
recover sufficiently to give his evidence for 
g@ome months. Several soldiers in this garrison 
tad, for offences of a similar nature, received 
the same sentence during the last year or two, 
but none of these had been carried into execu- 
tion; they were, I believe, all transported for

ed to wn an officer, but escaped without 
punishment. At seven o'clock on the morning 
of the execution the whole garrison marched

, fell back, and gave no further symptoms of vi- 
tality, not even the motion of a limb. As soon 
as he hed fallen, 15 more men stepped forward, 
and fired at him as he lay, to all appearance 
dead, upon the ground. After this, all the regi- 
ment marched tthe dead body, which ap- 
peared dreadfully disfigured..—Evening paper. 
William Bell, formerly a grave-digger in the 
North-West burying-ground, was brought before 
the sitting Magistrate to-day, char with at- 
tempting last night, to steal a dead body from a 
house in High-street. The son and daughter of 
the deceased were then called to give evidence 
on the case, from which it appeared that Bell 
came to the plece lest night, and rapped at the 
door. The door being opened, he was asked 
what he wanted, when he replied, ‘* Let me in, 
and you'll see.”” The inmates attempted to 
keep him out; the fellow succeeded, however, 
in pushing forward, when he disclosed the ob- 
ject of his intrusion, and proposed giving five 
for the body. The girl replied with firm- 
ness, “Ill not take five pounds for it.” He 
then said (evidently for the purpose of intimide- 
tion) he would lift the nails of the coffin, and 
take the body away—and, advancing to the side 
ef the coffin, and minutely inspecting it, said, 
“* I think I could lift these nails in five minutes.”’ 
He then wished the boy to go out to the closs 
(where four men were waiting) to try if a bar- 
gain could be effected there; but the poor fellow 
manfully withstood every allurement. The in- 
habitants of the closs had now got notice of what 
was going on, and, while a mob was collecting, 
the watchman came up and instantly took the 
fellow into custody. During this statement of 
facts to the Magistrate, a corpulent Irishman, 
mamed Thomas Pearson, was brought up, as an 
accomplice. The boy said he had occasion to 
go out, when the fellow came up, and looked 
over the door. Being asked what he wanted, 
he replied he wanted to come in; adding, ‘I 
must be in to see him.’’ The boy then cried for 
assistance, and a person laid hold of the fellow, 
and held him fast till three watchmen came up 
and secured him. The Magistrate then inquired 
wespecting the occupation, &c., of the deceased, 
when the poor boy, bursting into tears, said his 
‘father had been a bricklayer, and had been ill 
only eight days; that his mother was in the In- 
wees and there had been no persons in the 
house but himself and his sister. ‘Touched with 


his artless story (which affected every person in 
the Court,) the Magistrate and some gentlemen 
t gave hima few shillings each, to assist 
fa defraying the expenses of the funeral. They 
also advised him to get some acquaintance to 
watch the grave, and, on no account whatever, 
to suffer any such characters to come about him. 
The delinquents were then ordered to find secu- 
rity to keep the peace for six months, failing in 
which to be imprisoned.— Glasgow Chronicle. 


For a considerable time past there has existed 
a ion thet the trade of disintering bodies 
from the graves. of the burying- of the 
parish of Kirkmichael, county of Ayr, has been 
carried on. Qn the morning of Thursday, the 
Sth instant, the populace imsisied on the right of 
opening some graves, where recent interment 
had taken place; the parish minister resieted the 
attempt, advising a more regular mode of proce- 
dure; but the anxiety to ascertain the fate of 
friends and companions was too powerful to ad- 
mit of euch delay, and to work they went. In 
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the first mstance they were too successful, for the 
empty coffins realized their fears. This prompt- 
ed on the work of examination, and at the close 
of the day there were 17 graves, where inter- 
ment had taken place within the last six months, 
which were robbed of their inmates. On Friday, 
the 6th, the work of examination was continued, 
and four more found in the same situation. The 
scene was melancholy—the empty coffins were 
wp, and the dead-clothes, fresh and 
white, exhibited across the graves, and the re- 
latites are rushing from every part of the parish 
to know the fate of their departed friends. The 
perpetrators have, in some instances, left the 
Soden of such as have not suited theirs purpose, 
in a situation too shocking to describe. A gen- 
tleman, who visited the place, says he was not 
a little surprised to see a work of this kind done 
by a populace, without any leader to direct their 
movements, with as much calmness and order 
as if they had been paying the last tribute due to 
those they esteem. The sheriff would be on the 
ground the following day, to investigate further 
into this matter. A letter from Ayr, dated yes- 
terday, and received bere, states, in reference 
to the above horrible business, that on Friday, 
when the examination was resumed, ‘‘ they 
opened nearly as many more graves, and found 
about the one-half of them empty.’’ On Satur- 
day the Sheriff went out, and it is understood 
has published a reward for the apprehension of 
the grave-digger, who it appears has absconded, 
and is suspected to have been intimately connect- 
ed with the violation of the sepulchres in Kitk- 
michael burying-ground.— Greenock Adv.

Escape rrom Hrarrorp Gaou.—Qn Wed- 
nesday morning last, J. Evans, alias Squire 
Smallman, whose extensive robberies we noticed 
in former journals, effected his escape from our 
county gaol, in a manner equally daring and in- 
genious. On the preceding night, when the pri- 
soners left the yard assigned them to exercise 
in, for the purpose of being locked in their cells, 
whilst the turnkey remained in the yard, Evans, 
who was amongst the first to leave it, contrived 
to slip up a flight of stairs they had to pass, 
leading to an upper range of pa’ A unpercerved, 
and the whole of the prisoners, as the turnkey 
thought, were safely disposed of for the night.— 
When the latter went his rounds, the clothes of 
& man confined in the same cell with Evans were 
placed at the door, and he also answered the 
interrogatory of the turnkey, which is made in 
pursuance of the regulations of the gaol, and 
the turnkey retired to rest, assured that ever 
man was secured. In the upper range, to whic 
Evans had escaped unperceived, are five cells, 
only one of which was tenanted by a prisoner, 
and the doors of the others had been left open 
for the purpose of ventilating them, with the 
sheets, blankets, &c., rolled up on the diff¢rent 
iron bedsteads belonging to each apartment.— 
In the farthest Evans took refuge, and patient- 
ly waited till all was quiet, when he removed 
two small iron bars from a leaded window, 
which lighted the gallery inte which the cells 
opened, but which was effectually secured on 
the outside, tied two sheets together, which he 
secured to staples affixed in the walls on each 
side of the cell, for the purpose of hanging the 
prisoners hammocks to, and to the centre of the 
sheets he affixed a blanket, which he secured to 
the iron bars of the window, forming a most in- 
genious swinging platform, which the centre stay 
rendered perfectly secure; on each side of this 
stay he placed his feet, his back resting against 
the wall, and being a tall man, with the iron 
bars from the window, he contrived to remove the 
bricks from the top arch of the cell, making a 
hole about 12 by 18 inches, through which he 
got to the roof under the tiles, and then with 
much judgment along from the west side, 
where he was confined, to the east side, when 
he removed the tiles, and taking with him a 
sheet torn in two, and fastened together, he 
managed to descend to the boundary wall, a 
task of great difficulty and danger; then fixing 
the one end of his sheet securely in a spike on 
the top of the wall, by which the lead covering 
is fastened, he let himself down to within about 
six feet of the earth, and doubtless dr in 
safety to the ground. It is he had not 
been able to completely effect his extraordi 
and certainly clever enterprise before six o’cloc 
in the morning, as he was seen about eight, at 
no great distance from this city, going towards 
Fownhope, having taken the precaution of put- 
ting on the coarse hempen shirt worn by the 
risoners over his gaol dress, so as ta appear 
ike a smock-frock, and also rolled up the trow- 
sers to the knees. Boing more than six feet 
high, his appearance attracted the attention of 
the person who saw him, but the latter did not 
hear of his escape till some time afterwards.— 
Hereford Journal.

The New-York Moznixe Covrier has 
the following statements, drawn from the 
second annual report of the American 
Temperance Society :—“Two hundred and 
twenty two Temperance Societies are al- 
ready formed, whose titles and locations are 
known. _ Five of these are State Societies, 
(exclusive of that in Massachusetts, which 
was formed many years since, and of which 
mention was made in the first report,) viz. 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and Illinois. There was also one 
formed in Montreal, in June last, for Lower 
Canada. The remainder are either county 
or town societies, chiefly the latter. Of 
these thirteen are in Maine; twenty-three in 
New Hampshire; seven in Vermont; thirty- 
nine in Massachusetts; two in Rhode Island; 
thirty-three in Connecticut; seventy-cight 
New-York; six in New Jersey; seven in 
Pennsylvania; one in Delaware; one in Ma- 
ryland; five in Virginia; two in North Caro- 
lina; one in South Carolina; one in Ken- 
tucky; one in Ohio; two in Indiana. Be- 
sides these, there are as many more, ifnota 
larger number, concerning which we know 
no more than the fact, that they exist, and 
the parts of the country where they are lo- 
cated.” 


The work noticed in the annexed para- 
graph has lain for two or three years, on 
the shelves of the Puitapetru1a Lisrary. 
On referring to it, a few days since, we 
thought it bore the appearance of having 
been seldom disturbed, though calculated to 
be frequently useful in literary pursuits. 
Its merits are bere very fairly estimated. 
“One most important department of a ge- 
neral Dictionary of Biography is its biblio- 
graphical details. By a right method in 
the dispensing of this sort of information, it 
may be rendered almost an index of univer- 
sal literature, a work in itself much wanted. 
The nearest approach to any thing of the 
kind we yet have, is that wonderful compi- 
lation, ‘ Watt’s Bibliotheca Britannica’— 
wonderful at all events when we consider it 
in connection with its history. It is the 
work of a single individual, the late Dr. 
Robert Watt of Glasgow, whom it occupi- 
ed for twenty years of his life. Yet he liv- 
ed only to carry a few sheets of it through 
the press. It consists of four closely print- 
ed quarto volumes, in the two first of which 
we have a list of the works of no fewer than 
40,000 authors, arranged according to the 
alphabetical order of the authors’ names, 
and the dates of publication; the whole form- 
ing, perhaps, the most extensive and minutely 
particular catalogue that was ever compiled. 
In the two other volumes, all these works are 
distributed and arranged according to the 
subjects to which they relate; so that the book 
gives us, in this way, an account of whatever 
has been written on any subject, and by 
whom it has been discussed, at least in so 
far as concerns the productions of the very 
large number of writers comprehended in 
its scheme. The publication of the Biblio- 
theca Britannica, commenced in 1819, and 
it was completed in 1824. Unfortunately 
it has suffered in point of fulness and accu- 
racy, in regard especially to its latter refer- 
ence, from not having been carried through 
the press by the author himself. It contains 
too a good many mis-statements, occasioned 
partly by oversights scarcely avoidable in 
the case of so large a work conducted and 
composed by a single individual ; and part- 
ly by the imperfect sources of information on 
which the author, in his remote situation, had 
been frequently obliged to depend. There 
are some defects too in the plan of the work, 











‘which, for one thing, wants completeness; 


and had better, perhaps, have either been 
confined to British publications merely, or 
extended so as toembrace the whole of Euro- 


pean literature. With all these deductions 


from its utility, however, it is still a valuable 
and highly serviceable work; and as an ef- 
fort of individual zeal, ingenuity, learning, 
and industry, quite a stupendous perform- 
ance, and well entitling its author to the 
gratitude of every student.”

Such have 
been, and such still are, the effects of this all 
engrossing question, this cormorant of mo- 
nopoly, which as respects ourselves indivi- 
dually—and we have no doubt there are thou- 
sands in the same predicament—has kept 
us awake for the last three weeks, in spite 
of Glasgow punch and the perusal of the 
Morning Journal.” 





An EnGuisn paper, the Essex Heratp, 
contains the following paragraph relating to a 
recent DISCOVERY Of INTERESTING MANU- 
scripts:—‘ A parcel of manuscripts has come 
into the possession of a literary gentleman at 
Boreham, which were the property of the late 
T. F. Forster, Esq. of Walthamstow, of so ex- 
ceedingly curious a nature, that we deem it ad- 
visable, in order to prove their authenticity, to 
state the manner of their transmission into the 
hands of that gentleman. They were left to his 
father, the late E. Forster, Esq., by Mr. Benja- 
min Furly, a literary character, of Rotterdam, 
and the contemporary and intimate friend of the 
celebrated metaphysician, John Locke. Among 
this curious fassiculus, at the examination of 
which we have been present, was found the ori- 
ginal MS. of the Essay concerning Human 
Understanding, bearing a very early date, with 
numerous corrections and erasures: it was ad- 
dressed and appears to have been submitted by 
Locke to his friend Mr. Furly, before publica- 
tion. The only MSS. of note consisted chiefly 
of original letters from Locke, on various po- 
litical, religious, and miscellaneous subjects; 
and of some original familiar letters of Algernon 
Sydney, Lord Shaftesbury, and others. It seems 
evident-from a passage in one of Locke’s letters, 
that he has somewhere left an unpublished me- 
taphysical work on cause and effect, entitled On 
perceiving all things in God, which has either 
been lost or suppressed. The original letters are 
by far the most interesting portion of the manu- 
scripts, as they will serve to verify certain dates 
and fill up some chasms in the life of Locke; 
most of them are dated from Amsterdam, in 
1687 and 1688; a few are dated from Oates, in 
Essex, in 1691, then the seat of Sir Francis Ma- 
sham. It appears that his celebrated Essay, 
which bears date 1685, was that year confided 
to other hands asa measure of security; for we 
find written in the first leaf of it, “‘To Edward 
Clark, of Chipley, Esq.; James Tyrrell, of Oak- 
ley, Esq.; or Dr. David ‘I homas, of Salisbury,” 
as if it had been sent away and confided to them, 
—a circumstance rendered more probable when 
it is considered that it was in the same year 
that the English Envoy at the Hague demanded 
Locke on suspicion of his being concerned in the 
unfortunate enterprise of the Duke of Monmouth. 





An Inrant Scuoot, we observe, has been 
established in the Hientanps of Scorianp, 
at the village of Lochabers. It is thus no- 
ticed in the Ercrx Courrer:—“On Thurs- 
day, the 12th inst., the Duchess of Gordon’s 
charity infant school was opened in this vil- 
lage, in presence of the patroness, and some 
of her friends, the resident clergyman, and 
parents of thechildren. The duchess, with 
her characteristic benevolence, enrolled, with 
her own hand, the names ofthe little pupils 
admitted to this seminary, and distributed, 
at the same time, tablets containing various 
rules and regulations to be observed by the 
parents of children in attendance, to whom 
her grace explained the peculiar object of 
the institution, and earnestly requested 
their zealous co-operation in the good work 
of forming the infant mind to virtue, by 
early instilling principles of piety and pure 
religion, and teaching their little ones 
to know and to remember their creator 
and redeemer in the days of their youth. 
The scene was altogether interesting in 
the highest degree, and calculated to 
excite the most delightful emotions in every 
benevolent and well constituted mind. At 
every point to which the eye can be direct- 
ed in this little Seminary, it meets with some 
great impressive lesson, legibly expressed, 
and judiciously selected from the laws of 
the creator; whilst the instructions are 
chiefly conveyed under such emblems, as 
are calculated to interest the young imagi- 
nation, and which are framed with so happy 
an adeptation to the Infant capacity, that 
they serve at once to amuse the mind, and 
by effectually pleasing the eye, can hardly 
fail to inform the judgment, and to win an 
easy entrance to the heart. Her grace, it 
is well known, formerly endowed, and has 
long watched over with the most lively in- 
terest an Infant Seminary of the same kind 
but on a more extensive scale, in the town 
of Huntly, and which has been attended 
with the most beneficial effects.”

The good sense and taste of the managers in- 
duced them to bring forward, last evening, one 
of the best productions of the golden age of the 
drama. Of all the plays of Braumonr and 
Firercuer—and there are fifty-three of them 
—Rule a Wife and Have a Wife is the only | 
one remaining on the acting list. Wit they all 
possess in abundance; but their language is too 
frequently gross, and the plots of many so licen- 
tious that no pruning will fit them for represen- 
tation. Had the genius of these great drama- 
tists been directed into proper channels, what a 
fund of rational amusement would they have left 
us! There is not one of their pieces which does 
not possess more substantial literary merit than 
any ten modern comedies, excepting the produc- 
tions of perhaps halfa dozen. Sueritpan and 
CuMBERLAND, of course, are not included; nor 





the faithful copyist of Suaxspxane, the elegant 
author of the Honey .Moon, whose early death | 
every lover of the drama has so much cause to 
lament. 

Rule a Wife and Have a Wife presents, in | 
Leon and Perez, a contrast of character so 
strikingly happy, and so admirably preserved, | 
that nothing can be quoted superior to it on the | 
stage. The bragging captain and his cheating 
rascal of a wife, as he feelingly calls her, are | 
such a matchless pair of portraits as even genius | 
never could have produced but in a moment of | 
peculiarly happy inspiration. They must be 
classed with those felicities of invention in which 
chance has done what seemed beyond the reach | 
of design. This witty comedy has not been 
acted lately, probably because the principal 
parts are so difficult to fill. Perez and Estifa- 
nia, particularly, are calculated to put the ta- 
lents of first rate performers severely to the 
proof. A few years back, I saw both played to 
perfection, by Woop and Mrs. Entwist ie. 

Mr. Hamspwin’s Leon, last night, was a manly 
performance. The part used to be a favourite 
with Cooper; and he was well enough, except 
where he affects the simpleton to deceive Mar- 
garitta. In this part, I think I see him now, 
with his fingers stuck out in all directions, as 
stiff as nail-rods, and his legs twisted to look 
like any thing but the limbs of a man. They 
who have seen Keiiey’s preposterous perfor- 
mance of Old Hardcastle’s butler may form a 
lively idea of Coopzr. What woman would 
have married, or what soldier would have enlist- 
ed, such a ricketty animal? I shall never forget 
how it tickled the gallery. Mr. Hamsuin as- 
sumed no deformity with his simplicity, but 
executed the design of the authors effectively 
and completely, without overdoing the matter. 
His performance in the latter scenes, after Leon 
has thrown aside his disguise, and proceeded to 
reduce his haughty rib to her duty, was dignified 
and energetic. Few things are more difficult 
than to give full force to a character like Leon, 
which requires great spirit and furnishes no ex- 
vuse for noise;—yet in this Mr. Hamaurn suc- 
ceeded. Whether from accident or design, he 
has improved in his recitation, and avoided the 
faults which I have several times been obliged 
to notice. I have never before seen the wife- 
tamer played so much to my satisfaction,—and 
certainly I never saw a better looking Leon. 

An apology was made for Mr. Watracx, 
who was unwell, with a request that Mr. Wr- 
mss might read his part. This was a sore dis- 
appointment, especially to me, as Michael Pe- 
rez is my favourite, and unquestionably the best 
character in the piece. I thought the entertain- 
ment utterly ruined. But see how we may be 
mistaken. Wemyss, with the book in his hand, 
made us almost forget he had not studied the 
part; his conception of the character was so 
just, and his management of the most difficult 
situations so skilful. I advise him to study it 
thoroughly at his leisure, and add this amusing 
gull to his list. Our old friend Warren played 
with more spirit than I have seen him show this 
season. His fat usurer was never better than 
last night. 

Darcey and Heyt were highly respectable 
in the Duke and Alonzo, and so was Haru- 
WELL in Don Juan, but his organs of speech 
seemed feeble. It would be the height of in- 
gratitude to overlook little Knicur in the old 
woman, and tall Jonnw Jerrerson in_ the 
daughter. A man of taste would be put to his 
trumps to know which to prefer, and he might 
roam the world over without finding such another 
lovely pair. Mrs. ANDERSON deserves great 
praise for Margaritta, and never fell short but 
from want of physical powers. This lady never 
fails to do well. Mrs. Roper and Miss Haru- 
WELL would be valuable in their humble line, if 
they would add a little more force to their 
sweet voices. 

As Mrs. HAmBtin’s name is last in the bill, 
I place it last here. She looked the Captain’s 
roguish wife charmingly. Her figure is good, 
and her face such as needsno veil. Tosay that 
her performance was equal to the best I have 
seen of the same character, would be excessive 
praise, and such as I trust her good sense would 
reject; but I do not think that any one of the 
large and fashionable audience of last evening 
was dissatisfied with her neat and spirited re- 
presentation of Estifania.

The great quantity of this flour which filled the 
sir and covered the surface of the waters was 
unusual; although small ponds and creeks are 
frequently in spring, colored by it; the quantity 
which appeared at this time was unprecedented, 
which was probably owing to the continued cold 
. which checked vegitation until within a few 
@ays, when it suddenly changed to warm. When 
the pines put forth, this, together with a heavy 
shower of rain that fell the mght previous, which 
washed it into the river, was the cause of the 
great quantity that floated on the water and 
“ereated such an alarm among some of the su- 
perstitious inhabitants of our Town. We were 
amused at hearing the many sage remarks and 
tions which the appearance of this natu- 
ral phenomenon elicited. We would recommend 
to the superstitious the propriety of trying to 
trace any singular occurrence of any kind to 
mataral before they ascribe them to supernatural 
causes. 


The wager made on its performance, was, on 
the 13th instant, won by the individual who pro- 
posed to take up one hundred stones, each placed 
a-yard apart, and to return with and deposit 
them successively in a basket at the point of 
od ing, in the space of 50 minutes. This novel 

and difficult feat was accomplished with great 
ease in 47 minetes 64 seconds, before a large 
coucourse of persons, at Tivoli Garden. The 
distance he had to traverse is, by computation, 
upwards of & miles. Unless mistaken in our 
hasty addition, it is exactly 5 miles, 5 furlongs, 
3 rods, and 8 1-2 yards—to which, adding the 
interruptions from turning and stopping, would 
in fact make the exertion considerably more than 
Fequisite to pass over fully 7 miles.— Charleston

MORE PIRACY. 

New Orleans, March 31.—The following is 
extracted from the log book of the packet ship 
Azelia, Captain Geer, arrived last evening from 
New York. No doubt a horrible act of Robbery 
and Murder has been perpetrated upon the de- 
Genceless crew of some merchant vessel. 

“March 24, at 9, A. M. being on the northern 
edge of Dog Key Bank, discovered a full rigged 
brig on the middle of the bank, standing to the 
northward. She soon came to anchor near a 
amall sloop; hauled up her courses and clewed 

her top sails without furling them. She was 
ne within 8 or 4 miles of us—the wind being 
light, we made but little way. In the space of 
two hours she suddenly disappeared, and soon 
afterwards the sloop got under way and stood 
to the N. E. across our wake. We immediately 
concluded she was a pirate, and had scuttled 
the brig, as she could not possibly have got un- 
der way without being discovered by us. After 
pomsing within a couple of miles of us across our 
stern, he hove up to the S. E. and we saw him 
no more. We supposed he did not like our ap- 
pearance. 








TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

Nasuvitie, Tennesser.—A Magistrates’ 
Court has been engaged during the present week 
in trying Seneca, a negro slave of Mr. M’Lau- 
rin, of this county, for killing Coleman, a negro 
slave of Mr. John Nichols. They were both 
blacksmiths, and worked in the same shop. In 
a contest between them, the latter received a 
blow on the head with an axe, of which, after 
lingering about two days, he died. The trial 
Saiegied considerable time, during which all the 
facts connected with the affair, were thoroughly 
investigated, and the result was a conviction for 
manslaughter. The prisoner was thereupon sen- 
tenced to receive thirty nine lashes, and the pu- 
nishment was promptly inflicted. 

The unfortunate man, who probably had no 
intention to destroy his victim, was greatly shock- 
ed at the consequences of rash violence, and so 
excessively alarmed with the apprehension ofa 
capital conviction, that he was in a state of apa- 
thy and stupor during the trial—and so soon as 
the execution of the sentence was over, fell pro- 
strate andinanimate. So completely indeed was 
his strength destroyed by mental and bodily 
suffering, that medical skill has been unable to 
restore him and his life is still despaired of. 





In the last Galena Miner's Journal of the 
7th of March, it is stated on the authority 
of a gentleman of the army, then at that 
place, that he had received a communication 
from Mr. Marsh, Indian Agent at Prairie 
du Chien, stating that he had information of 
a collection of Sioux Indians to the number 
of about 4,000, who it is said intend to de- 
scend the Mississippi this spring, on a visit to 
the Sac and Fox nations of Indians: but for 
what purpose is not yet known—It is how- 
ever understood that a good deal of discon- 
tent prevails among the North-Western 
tribes, perhaps in consequence of some mis- 
understanding between them and the whites. 





Extract of aletter dated Hague, February 13.
